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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited reference does no 
disclose a metadata gateway and a metadata repository. 

Examiner respectfully point out that the Schofield reference discloses the Applicant's claimed invention by using a metadata gateway 
(server stub 87 fig.4) receiving the request for type information from the object request broker (1 12 fig.4) for produing a compact IDL 
Notation and examining all of the complied interfaces, operations operations parameters (see fig.4, col.6 line 50 to col.7 line 17) and usin 
a client stud object code to produce in a metadata repository using a (implementation library 81 fig.4) 
Applicant further assert that the cited reference does not disclose translating type information in IDL. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Schofield discloses that interface definitions are written in an IDL-defined source file (also known as a 
"translation unit"). Users can implement the source file compiled by an IDL compiler that generates programming-language-specific files 
(see col.3 lines 7-38 and col.6 line 41 to ocl.7 line 63) . 
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
